From the comments 0 f farmers and 
agents of provincial hail insurance, it; 
is expected that there may be an in¬ 
creased demand for hail insurance in 
the next couple of weeks. Farmers are 
considering more seriously than for 
some years, the advisability , of pro-, 
tecting what promises to be a gooij 
crop. The activity is usually between 
the latter part of June and early part 
of July, and it is said that already 
there has been almost as much insur¬ 
ance written as during the whole of 
last year. 

One factor which inclines the far¬ 
mers to insurance this year, aside 
.from the probability of heavy yields, 
is the feeling that this may be a hail 
year. This feeling is supported uy' 
the experience of several of the past 
years when heavy June rainfall was 
accompanied later in the season by- 
heavy hailstorms. 

The long continuing cold has inclin- 
.ed others to wait and see. They have 
a fear that if the weather of June con¬ 
tinues-all summer, it might break 
some night in a bad frost which would 
reduce grades. They could, of course, 
call for cancellation of policies in 
that case, but there would neverthe¬ 
less be some expense involved. . 

However, if the skies clear anil we 
realize at last that long delayed hot 
spell, there will undoubtedly be an in¬ 
crease in hail ins-.ir

VUHETHER small'towns are the special prey of rack-| 
ets, is* an unanswviable i|Ue.stion. Out we uu- 
doubtedly have our share. “Packet” may be too harsh a 
term .to apply to the hundred and one causes which have 
tiieii ‘special advocates, and many of which are helpful 
community instituuoifs. But in the aggregate they take a 
surprising toll out of the monthly income. 

However, there are campaigns carried on by out-of-town 
inter ests, which cannot be Viewed so tolerantly. The cause 
is- purely commercial, and for the benefit of some institu¬ 
tion'or individual with which or whom the town has no di¬ 
rect .association, and from which it receives no benefit of 
any .nature. The money is lifted from the town by per¬ 
suasive solicitors, and vanishes, so far as any local return 
is concerned. 

As an example, canvassers can descend on our streets 
and persuade local people to buy advertising space on ho¬ 
tel cards, or any one of a dozen publicity schemes. The 
sales agents may complete their canvas in a few hours 
without spending a dollar here. And any returns from 
this type of advertising are problematical. Yet quite of¬ 
ten, the people who are putty in the hands of an out-of- 
town promoter, fail utterly; to avail themselves of the pos¬ 
sibilities of advertising in their local press. They pass up 
an appeal to the sine and permanent local buyers, for a 
chance on the transient or the far-flung. It is a queer 
psychology. • 

Khf home press has one service only, set vice to the local 
district. Its purpose is to strengthen that district, to sup- 
colt through its columns every woithy local project, and 
to attract as many readers as possible. But it is disheart¬ 
ening to find how often potential advertisers prefer to pat¬ 
ronize strangers, whose schemes have most questionable 
value, and who' have neither-interest in. nor value to the 
town. 

Doubtless all merchajulizers have similar experience. 
They see customers to whom, they have extended credit 
and courtesy, chase after some will o’ the wisp that means 
nothing to the general prosperity of tire town. Mutual 
lovaltv is necessary if any community is to thrive.

THE GODS OF THE FINALS EXAMS 


TAURINC. the past few days sympathy has gone out t i 

■^ihe high school students who have been putting theii 
all into the writing of departmental examinations. Some of 
them may have done too much butterflying and grasshop- 
pering during the school year, but theie is no doubt that 
they take their finals with an awful earnestness. Adults 
\r ho are inclined to be stern and unrelenting with the 
younger generation, would do well to consider what kind 
of a showing they would make if they had to write annual 
examinations on what they had learned and done during the 
previous year. Would they, be able to register any ad¬ 
vance, and if not, why not? 

Although there are very strong points to be advanced 
in favor of the writing of departmental examinations, they 
will never be a completely satisfactory .test of ability and 
knowledge, so long as the human element must be reckoned 
with. Back of every examination paper is a man, suppos¬ 
edly an authority on the subject in which he sets tests. The 
kind of paper depends to a great extent on the kind of man 
who sets it, and out of the maze of his questions, there 
rises a vision of the man himself. 

Some papers in their clarity, comprehensiveness and 
lairness, are eloquent of the fine personality who prepares 
them. The students might present a word picture of the 
man as broadminded, humanly interested in academic de¬ 
velopment and in young people, eminently just in his deal¬ 
ings, with a thorough iciea of what is included in knowledge 
of his subject. His paper is not likely to be easy for the 
lax or careless student, but it gives opportunity for a good 
mark to all who have studied and know their work. It 
bears down on the fundamentals, the elements which are 
important in all groundwork. Most popular of all. and one 
who is rifl|er, is the man whose large heartedness runs 
away with judgment. He sets an easy paper, the kind that 
the last minute crammer can take in his stride and that 
will bring up the percentage of all. He just can’t endure 
the thought of inflicting misery—an amiable, kindly man 
—too kindly to be a good disciplinarian, or perhaps even 
the best of teachers, 

On the other’ hand, there are the few bitter souls whose 
pride it is to set a mean paper, to pluck as many a.-, pos¬ 
sible. Almost every year there are one or two such papers, 
the concoctions of a ruthless man who knows neither jus¬ 
tice nor mercy. He rejoices in trick, catchy questions which 
are valueless in the field of -real knowledge, and an insult 
to the conscientious year’s instruction of tht' teachers. His 
ingenuity in devices to “mow them down” knows no 
bounds. Probably he glories in the thought of the. grief 
and disappointment which it is in his power to spread over 
the province. When he isn’t making out a mean exam 
paper, he is doubtless beating his wife and children, as a 
between season outlet. And he is protected by the same 
sort of obscurity as seems to enshroud the official hang 
man. Altogether in the eyes of students at least, he is de¬ 
void of all lair decent human tjualities, and he may actually 
cost many a good student his chance of further advance¬ 
ment.

When planning a campaign of hop¬ 
per control, says K. M. King, Domin¬ 
ion entomologist, the man who is sum 
merfallowing should keep three 
things in mind: A guard strip four 
to five rods wide around the entire 
field should be kept black from the 
time 'hoppers begin hatching; this is 
to check early movement. Inside this 
trap strips, three rods wide, should be 
left unworked while the rest of the 
field is being cultivated. Poison bait 
should be sprinkled thinly throughout 
these strips. Aft.er ’hoppers are pois¬ 
oned these strips may* be worked down 
before any weeds have, gone to seed.

fPIlOSH who have travelled across the prairies in the 
last week or two. have exclaimed over the beauty of 
the countryside.

London, England, Welcomes 
Return of Their Majeoiies in 
Notable Gathering 


In a great civic reception given at 
Guild Hall, London,'to-commemorate 
the return of the King and Queen, the 
following are extracts from the King's 
speech, which many Canadians heard: 

We left these shote^ almost exactly 
seven weeks ago. During that time we 
have travelled thousands of miles, by 
land and sea; we have seen great ci¬ 
ties, noble rivers and vast mountain 
ranges; we have been welcomed with 
a sincerity that stirred us profound- 
of our fellow human 


ly by millions 
'beings in Canada, in the United States 
and in Newfoundland. 

Speaking of impressions, he said: 

“First and deepest is that even in 
Ihis age of machines and mass pro¬ 
duction the strength of human feeling 
is still the most potent of all forces, 
affecting world affairs. Over all "na¬ 
tions, as a North American historian 
has written, is humanity. In no part 
of the world, perhaps, is that truth 
more evident than in the continent 
from which 1 have just returned. 
Within its geographical limits live 
men of almost every race, of many 
creeds and diverse political faiths, yet 
first and foremost they are human be¬ 
ings. Over them is humanity. 

“I was deeply impressed, for exam¬ 
ple, to find our great political testa¬ 
ment, the Magna Charta, an object of 
keen public interest in the World’s 
Fair at New York, and at every turn 
of my long journey it was constantly 
brought home to me how closely inter¬ 
woven are the threads of our own his¬ 
tory with those of the development of 
that newer continent across the sea. 

“In Canada I saw everywhere not 
only the mere symbol of the British 
crown. I saw also, flourishing as 
strongly as they do here,- institutions 
which have developed century after 
century beneath the aegis of the
